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"Q. Are you ‘going overboard' in your reliance on 
technology rather than traditional spying to do the job, 
as some critics have complained? 


A. Quite the reverse. Everything I am doing is 
designed to emphasize improved human intelligence collection. 


One of the things that I have done in the past 
year is to stimulate increased interest and attention on 
the part of the top policy makers in the Government in 
what human intelligence collection can do for them. And 
they're giving us lots of support in that direction, and 
more guidance as to what they want. 


That's what helps to make good clandestine 
intelligence collection. You want to collect what people 
need, not what you think is important. 


Now, the advent of new technological means of 
collecting intelligence is one of the factors that is 
creating change in the process of intelligence in a 
very substantial way. The trouble is that, in a general 
sense, technical intelligence tells you what happened 
yesterday. — 


2 Ever since the Battle of Jericho in Biblical 
times, the human intelligence agent has helped you to find 
out what's likely to happen tomorrow. I find that the 
more technical intelligence data I give to the policy 
makers, the more often they ask me what is going to happen 
tomorrow--the intentions of the other side. And I must 
turn to the human intelligence people of the CIA for those 
answers. 


So, contrary to the implication of your question, 
the advent of better technical collection has led to 
greater demands for the kind of collection which is done 
by the human intelligence element." :
